The proportion of farmers sowing 


‘seed wheat containing more than one 
| variety as revealed by the Crop Test- 


ing Plan was very high. Though 
considerable progress has been made 
to improve this condition, there is 
still an appreciable amount of im- 
pure seed of wheat being sown, No 
such .extensive programme has been 
carried out in connection with oats 
and baricy, but there is every indica- 
tion that the seed of these crops used 
‘on many farms is as badly mixed as 
in the case of wheat seed. 

Losses from the use of impure seed 
result in two ways. Fitst the yield 
is usually reduced below that of a 
pure variety. The varieties of cer- 
eal grains recommended for general 
use atc superior in yield to those they 
have displaced. Mixtures of the new 
and the old are not likely to give the 
highest yield. Some varieties, such 
as Banner and Victory oats and O.A. 
C. 21 barley, have been in use for 
many years. Many farmers -have 
grown these crops from the same 
seed year after year without giving 
any thought to maintaining the pur- 
ity of their seed. Such seed is very 
likely te have produced off types and 
become mixed to such an extent that 
it is inferior in yielding capacity to 
the original stock. The second form 
of such losses occurs in the reduced 
quality of the product. Probably the 
most obvious example of this arises 
in.a mixture of Garnet, a low quality 
wheat, with high quality bread wheats 
such as our new rust resistant vari- 
eties. Such mixtures are readily ob- 
served and do not reach the highest 
grades or command the highest price, 
In the case of coarse grains to be uti- 
lized as feed for local use, quality is 
not as important:a factor as it is ih 
exportable produce.

TENDER TEETH | 


Teeth may be tender from cold, in 
which cases all the teeth are likely 
to be affected. 

In pregnancy and lactation the 
teeth often become tender and affec-| 
ted with caries.. The cause is the 
drain on calcium by the growing in- 
fant within the mother’s womb. .The 
remedy is the administration of vi- 
tamin D, found plentifully in butter- 
fat and,cod-liver oil. 

A certain number of teeth that have 
ached a little, settle down, take on a 
bluish colour and may be somewhat 
tender, These teeth are dead and 
are a menace to health. Their roots 
will often prove to be stinking. They 
spread infection to near and distant 
parts of the body, causing erythema, 
arthritis and other infections. 


Cancer of the antrum or sarcoma 
of the bony margin of the jaw some, 
times follows neglect of dead teeth. 

Other resulting infections from 
dead teeth are; osteomyelitis and ne- 
crosis of the jaws, cellutitis of the 
neck and neuralgia of the third nerve 
Many medical conditions of the body 
will cause tenderness of the teeth, 
such for example, as scurvy, anaemia 
and lukaemia.

Hysteria, migraine 
and many other neuroses are often 
accentuated by ‘tender teeth. Many 
acute illnesses and the recovery there- 
from, are accompanied by dental ach- 
ing. A too high filling, large metal 
filling, small tooth bristles, fish bones 
and objects lodged between the teeth, 
grinding of the, teeth at night and 
the occupational abrasions of cob- 
blers,- seamstresses, and players of 
wind instruments—all these may re- 
sult in tenderness. 

For the safety of the subject, dead 
teeth should, as a rule be extracted.

One of these tags must be attached 
to each container of seed potatoes. 

An official certification number is 
stamped on each tag. By this num- 
ber knows and will inform the buy- 
er upon request, the name and ad- 
dress of the grower who produced 
the. seed potatoes.
